Sunpapers Editors, Reporters 
Buy Their Own Race Horse

On hand in Delaware paddock (I. to r.): city editor 
Ernie Imhoff, racing reporter Dale Austin, assistant 
city editor Bob Keller, columnist Dave Woods, Mrs.

Doane and Running Story's trainer, J. W. Boniface. 
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Philip S. Heisler, managing editor of the Baltimore Evening Sun, has had a great deal of fun 
while making money with his racing stable during the past eight years. 

Envious reporters and copyreaders have watched with very green eyes the success of their 
boss’s horses. Berkley Prince, winner of three stakes and $121,810, was Mr. Heisler s best horse. 
But the newspaper executive has had many other winners, including his first—Prince Afoot who 
won at Delaware Park as a 2-year-old in 1964. 

Aware of the interest among his employees in his racing stable, Mr. Heisler suggested last 
August that they form a syndicate and buy a race horse. 

The idea went over big. 

David F. Woods, an Evening Sun columnist, was immediately appointed secretary of the 
proposed syndicate. His first duty was to line up eight other shareholders and extract from each 
the sum of $300. 

Within a month, a ten-man group had been organized. 

At the syndicate’s organizational meeting (held at Mr. Heisler’s home) the first order of 
business was the election of officers. So that no feelings would be hurt, everyone wound up with 
a title. 

Although at that time without a horse, the syndicate was otherwise ready for action. Share¬ 
holders and their titles were: 

Paul Broderick (the Evening Sun’s assistant managing editor) was elected president; Mrs. 
Gary Black (wife of the Sunpapers board chairman) vice-president; David F. Woods 
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(columnist) secretary; Phil Li (copydeck) 
treasurer; Philip S. Heisler (managing editor) 
counsellor; Joseph DiPaola (photographic de¬ 
partment) syndicate photographer; Leonard 
Butta (sports department) handicapper; Bill 
Burton (hunting and fishing columnist) custo¬ 
dian of trophies; John Stees (artist) syndicate 
artist, and Lou Panos (columnist) historian. 

After getting the election of officers out of 
the way, the syndicate next had to decide on a 
name for its stable. Mr. Panos suggested that 
since the group was obviously a mixture of 
unbalanced people that the stable be named 
"unstable.” 

The Panos suggestion was unanimously ac¬ 
cepted, and the syndicate adopted "Un Stable” as 
its official name. 

Then came the colors. What, said a member, 
could be more appropriate than red, white and 
blue for such a patriotic group of newspaper 
people? Red, white and blue were accordingly 
accepted. The task of designing the new jacket 
was turned over to Mrs. Black, the vice- 
president. 

Selection of a trainer was automatic. Twenty- 
nine-year-old J. William Boniface had trained 
Mr. Heisler’s horses ever since he sent out his 
first winner in 1964. The Un Stable wanted 
some of the success that their boss had experi¬ 
enced. So Billy Boniface was named trainer of 
the stable that had no horse. 

"We looked over the catalogue for the East¬ 
ern Fall Yearling Sale,” recalls Mr. Woods, the 
secretary. "We kind of settled on a Restless 
Native colt. But he sold for too much money. 
So then we bought privately (for $2,500) a 
roan colt by Idolater out of Cole Coffee from 
his breeder, Alfred (Skip) Anderson.” 

The colt, then a yearling, was a full brother 
to the good winner Jacques Idol. 

After buying the yearling, the Un Stable 
(which has regular monthly meetings at differ¬ 
ent members’ houses) had to decide on a name. 
The first choice was "Sun Idol,” the second 
choice "Running Story.” The Jockey Club re¬ 
jected "Sun Idol” because of its commercial 
overtones but approved "Running Story.” 

Also established at an early meeting were 
the Un Stable’s dues: $10 per month when 
Running Story was not in training and $20 
per month when he was in training. Fines of $1 
to $5 were set for tardy arrivals at meetings 
and unexcused absences. 

Apprised of all of these developments by his 
wife, Mr. Black started taking good-natured 





shots at the Un Stable. At one meeting Mr. 
Black arose to declare that the odds were 100 to 
1 against Running Story ever making a start, 
much less winning. (Members are permitted 
to bring their spouses to Un Stable meetings, 
hence Mr. Black’s participation.) 

Shocked by such lack of loyalty in their new 
horse, every member of the syndicate rose to his 
feet, shaking his fist and screaming for a bet. 
Mr. Black willingly covered the action. 

As the months went by the Un Stable found 
that: 1. the colors were not as easy to design 
as they had imagined, and 2., that they needed 
a syndicate poet. These problems were solved 
by turning the designing problem over to Mrs. 
Black’s good friend, Mrs. Hugh J. O’Donovan; 
and by inviting the late Ogden Nash into the 
syndicate as a 10 per cent owner of one of the 
ten shares. 

(Upon the recent death of Mr. Nash, the 
poet’s 10 per cent share was taken over by his 
daughter, Mrs. John Marshall Smith.) 

The Un Stable’s big day arrived last month. 
Young Mr. Boniface (son of the Sunpapers 
racing editor) reported that Running Story was 
ready for his racing debut. The race selected 
was a $7,500 claimer for 2-year-old maidens 
at Delaware Park. 

Everyone who could possibly get off appeared 
that afternoon at the Wilmington track. Burton, 
the outdoors editor, professed that he was so 
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When Running Story made his debut last month 
at Delaware Park the Un Stable's secretary, 
David F. Woods, was on hand (opposite page) 
to back his color bearer at mutuel windows.

intrigued by the ownership of a race horse that 
he even planned next year to go to St. Louis 
to see Running Story compete in the Kentucky 
Derby. 

Not on hand at Delaware were Mr. Heisler 
and Mr. Black. They had a budget meeting that 
day with other Sunpapers executives and 
couldn’t shake loose from the office. But Mrs. 
Black was there as were Broderick, Woods, 
Di Paola, Burton, Panos, Li and Mrs. Smith. 

Asked why the track’s program had Mr. 
Broderick listed as owner instead of the Un 
Stable, Mr. Li, the treasurer, explained that the 
use of a stable name at Delaware would have 
cost an extra $100. There was no charge for 
using the president’s name. 

Members of the Un Stable gathered in the 
clubhouse dining room for lunch and, after 
settling in their chairs, they found that Mickey 
Rooney was at an adjoining table. Burton, the 
owner of a tremendous black and gray beard, 
looked more like a movie actor than did the 
nearby Rooney. 

This fact became increasingly apparent 
during the afternoon as photographers came in 
to take pictures of the Un Stable. Rooney, 
perhaps slighted by the scant attention being 
paid him, eventually vacated his own table and 
moved in with the syndicate. 

When time came for the horses to go to the 
paddock for the fifth race, half the dining room 
made its exodus. Never had more newspaper 
people turned up in the Delaware paddock for 
a $7,500 claimer. 

And, to insiders, the big joke was that Bill 
Hartack was riding the newspaper horse. (Billy 
Boniface said he hadn’t selected Hartack for any 
reason other than the fact that he was the best 
available rider.) 

When Hartack came down from the jockey’s 
room, Mrs. Black moved forward to speak. 
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Outdoor editor Bill Burton (below) counts his 
money after collecting from Sun’s board chair¬ 
man, Gary Black. Mr. Black had given odds 
that Running Story would never even race. 


Said Mrs. Black: "Are you the lucky lad who’s 
going to ride this horse?" 

"Yes, ma’am," replied Hartack. 

"Hold still a minute." said Mrs. Black. "I 
want to look at those colors.” 

Hartack smiled wanly and let Mrs. Black 
inspect Mrs. O’Donovan’s handiwork. 

What Mrs. O’Donovan had decided on was 
a jacket described on the program as "white, 
red circled blue ’UN’, red and blue hoops on 
sleeves, white cap." 

Satisfied with the colors, Mrs. Black thanked 
the jockey. Hartack replied "you’re welcome" 
quite courteously and went with Billy to get 
his instructions. 

The syndicate members crowded around the 
horse (Mr. Li took more pictures than Un 


Stable’s official photographer, Mr. DiPaola) 
and it became apparent to bystanders that most 
members were wearing the stable’s colors—red, 
white and blue. 

For some unexplained reason. Running Story 
turned out to be one of the more heavily played 
horses in the race. He closed at odds of $4.40 to 
$1 but ran like a longshot. 

Finishing eighth in the 12-horse field, the 
roan colt "was never in contention" according 
to the chartmaker. 

Like all other losing owners, the Un Stable 
members appeared crestfallen after the race. 
President Broderick rejected out of hand a 
suggestion that Running Story be made into 
a jumper. ("A trotter, then?" asked an irrev¬ 
erent wiseacre.) 

But despite the disappointment of the race, 
the day wasn’t a total loss. 

Running Story had started. 

So, with the certain knowledge that they had 
beaten Mr. Black out of a bet, the syndicate 
members took consolation in the thought that 
$100 awaited them upon their return to

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Sagamore Farm ’s 
Yearling Colt 
Recovers After 
Major Surgery

Sagamore Farm’s Good Move, a stakes- 
winning full sister to Restless Native, went 
through seven unproductive years before deliv¬ 
ering a colt foal by Idolater in 1970. 

Winner of $123,620, and the Spinaway and 
Selima Stakes, Good Move’s breeding record was 
contrastingly bleak: two barren years, one still¬ 
birth, and five slipped foals (one year she 
slipped twins). 

The long-anticipated colt, now a well-grown 
Sagamore yearling, is still her only foal to live. 
And on April 29, 1971, he gained another rare 
distinction, becoming one of the few Thorough¬ 
breds to survive an operation for severe colic. 

Dr. Wendell K. Loomis, who does most of 
the large animal surgery for the Reisterstown 
Veterinary Center, operated on the yearling. A 
graduate of the New York State Veterinary 
College, in Ithaca, N.Y., Dr. Loomis worked 
for the veterinary center in 1952-53, then left 
to start a private practice in Vernon, N. Y. In 
1963, he returned to the New York State 
Veterinary College, and taught surgery there 
until his return to the veterinary center a year 
ago. 

Dr. Loomis did some abdominal surgery at 
the State Veterinary College. "We had other 
successes there,’’ he said. "We did have a lot 
of success with ponies, especially Shetlands. But 
it is still a relatively rare thing to have a horse 
under field conditions survive this surgery.” 

Farm manager Frank Alexander, who was 
seldom far from the patient’s stall during the 
24 tense hours, grimaced: "You just had to be 
there to appreciate it.” 

The episode began when the colt showed 
signs of abdominal pain between 3:30 and 
4 P.M. Dr. Loomis gave him what he considers 
"routine treatment,” including a check of pulse 
and membranes, a rectal examination, and 
tubing with oil. 

Two hours later he checked the patient, found 
his pulse still normal, and was "not too 
concerned.” 

The caretaker called Dr. Loomis an hour and 
a half later. "His pulse had increased markedly, 
and the percentage of red blood cells had started 
to go up,” Dr. Loomis said. "We use this 
percentage as a thermometer of the severity of 
the condition. As toxemia sets in, the percentage

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of red blood cells goes up. It had not increased 
to the extreme, but 20 percentage points in two 
hours is significant.” 

Mr. Alexander recalls that he tried to phone 
Mr. Vanderbilt, to ask permission for an oper¬ 
ation but was unable to reach him. When Mr. 
Alexander returned to the barn. Dr. Loomis 
was prepared to operate, and they proceeded 
without Mr. Vanderbilt’s knowledge. 

"Here’s where I may have been hasty, ” said 
Dr. Loomis. "But the key to successful surgery 


is getting them in time, without allowing as 
much tissue damage as usually develops. It is 
important to find out whether the horse is 
insured, because if the animal dies and the com¬ 
pany has not been notified and has not given 
their permission, they won’t pay the claim.” 

Mr. Alexander had already checked on the 
colt’s insurance and found that he was covered 
under a "horse and wagon” clause, which is 
general insurance, and does not apply to illness. 
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Explaining why he operated before obtaining 
Mr. Vanderbilt's authorization, Dr. Loomis 
said: '....the key to successful surgery is 
getting them in time ...' 





Dr. Loomis described the operation: “First, I 
opened the peritoneal cavity. This is the excit¬ 
ing part, because you never know what you’re 
going to find. Everything was very distended. 
I opened the caecum, which is roughly the same 
as the appendix in a person, and drained it 
of gas and ingesta, to reduce the volume and 
size of the intestines so that I could examine 
the rest of the digestive tract. 

“All of the large colon was distended with 
ingesta and gas, and seemed to be the result 
of some sort of blockage. It took time to 
determine. I opened the large colon in four or 
five places to relieve the pressure. I determined 
that the primary problem was in the descending 
colon. It was impacted and had blocked the 
free passage of ingesta. The blockage was pre¬ 
venting ingesta and gas from going through 
and causing a ballooning of the anterior portion 
of the large colon, which seemed to be bent 
over on itself, causing a secondary obstruction. 

“After I had relieved all of the obvious 
obstructions, and examined the intestinal tract, 
I did not find any segments of intestine that 
were damaged enough to require resection (cut¬ 
ting out). If it had gone a number of hours 
more, there probably would have been enough 
necrosis to require resection, and cut the chances 
of recovery. 

“After I had determined that there was no 
further obstruction, I closed the body wall. 
There was an incision about 18 inches long. 
We gave him supportive intravenous fluids, and 
gave him antibiotics intravenously, intraperi- 
toneally, and intramuscularly. We left him on 
oxygen about 25 minutes, and it was a routine 
recovery. 

“The follow-up treatment included antibi¬ 
otics, and antihistamines, and was uneventful 
for 48 hours. After 72 hours, his temperature 
went up, moderately, and we continued with 
antibiotics. It was normal within a week.” 

The operation began at 10:15 P.M., finished 
at 1:20 A.M. and the horse was on his feet 
by 4:40 A.M. 

As to the cause of the obstruction. Dr. Loomis 
said: “It’s hard to tell. There may have been 
several major causes, but you can never put 
your finger on the reason. There might have 
been some mild digestive problem to start.” 

Dr. Loomis credited new anaesthetic tech¬ 
niques for part of the success. He uses a small 
machine, with a tube that goes down into the 
horse’s windpipe. The tube is connected to an 
oxygen tank within the machine, and as the 
oxygen flows over a vaporizer containing fluo- 
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Regarding the owner's usual request for a 
waiting period^ Dr. Loomis said: * . . . the 
reason many horses die is that the owner 
says to wait and give him a chance . . . ' 



dane, anaesthesia is produced. The patient 
benefits from the oxygen at the same time he 
is being anaesthetized. The machine also con¬ 
tains soda lime crystals to absorb carbon dioxide. 

‘This anaesthesia avoids periodic muscular 
contractions, as opposed to the older inject- 
ables,” said Dr. Loomis. ’The horse doesn’t 
move around during the operation, and it’s 
much easier to work on him. Injectables are 
also relatively toxic, take a long time to be 
eliminated, and give a rough recovery.” 

Caretakers at Sagamore kept a record of the 
yearling’s temperature, and food and water con¬ 
sumption during the recovery period, ’’and this 
was a big help,” said Dr. Loomis. ’’There was 
swelling at the site of the surgery, but this is 
a problem in any ventral surgery. None of the 
sutures tore.” 

Colic, of course, refers to any abdominal 
pain, and the veterinarian never knows what 
the specific illness is until he opens the abdom¬ 
inal wall. It could be a tumor (such as Native 
Dancer’s), a twisted intestine, or an impaction. 

’’You always have to make a decision about 
where to make the incision,” explained Dr. 
Loomis. ”I prefer the lower right flank, be¬ 
cause I can get to the whole area from there. 
In this case I could actually feel the mass on 
that side. Of course, if the mass had been far 
over on the left side, I wouldn’t have gone in 
on the right.” 

Dr. Loomis believes that ’’many animals 
could be saved, if the owner did not delay sur¬ 
gery, especially abdominal surgery. Of course, 
this is based on past experience. But the rea¬ 
son many horses die is that the owner says ’wait 
and give him a chance,’ and that extra time 
interval is the difference.” 

In Dr. Loomis’ work at the veterinary college, 
he dealt with many referrals, which had to be 
transported. ’’Some of them made a three, five, 
seven-hour truck ride. I’d almost rather do it in 
a barn. Joint surgery, yes. I’d say we needed the 
operating room. But you have to think of the 
animal, and remember that he’s a biological 
organism, and be as gentle as possible. 

’’Many of the horses brought to the college 
had been sick so long that they required re¬ 
sections, and the mortality rate for resections 
is high,” Dr. Loomis explained. 

He emphasized that increasing success with 
colic patients is part of a general upgrading of 
the veterinary profession. ’’We’re learning more 
about things like the horse’s blood chemistry, 
and supportive techniques after surgery,” said 
Dr. Loomis. "And it all makes a difference.” □

My father and brother happened 
to be going to New York and they decided to 
take the papers along with them to The 
Jockey Club. On the way, they thought it would 
be amusing to change the names—that it would 
be a big joke on my mother and myself. Bon 
Bon was the unfortunate recipient of Bull 
Tick." 

At an age when most race horses are look¬ 
ing around for a nice paddock (with stream 
and shade trees, if you please), Lees gelding 
is becoming one of the better timber horses 
on the Mary land-Pennsylvania-Virginia cir¬ 
cuit. 

Although he fell in the Maryland Hunt Cup 
this year, he won at both Radnor and Fair 
Hill, ridden by Louis (Paddy) Neilson. He 
beat such horses as Late Drink, Country, Much 
To Do, Ivory Tower and Conasauga. In the 
Grand National in Glyndon with Crompton 
(Tommy) Smith up. Bull Tick finished third. 
Lee rode him herself at Potomac in the early 
spring and won the Ladies’ Race. 

Last year Lee rode Bull Tick in three Ladies’ 
Races. He finished second at Potomac and 
first at Oatlands in Virginia.

felt that his best effort was made in the Bran¬ 
dywine Ladies’ Race where he won and beat 
Morning Mac which went on to win the Mary¬ 
land Hunt Cup. 

Bull Tick started training for his timber 
racing career two years ago. In the fall of 1969 
Lee entered Mount Vernon College in Wash¬ 
ington, D.C. This was no place for a great 
big Thoroughbred. Wanting her friend to have 
the best of care and to have a chance to try 
something new himself, she sent him to 
trainer Gene Weymouth. Lee says, feel he 
couldn’t be in better hands. Gene treats him 
like a son. I plan to keep Bon Bon with Gene 
and race him again this fall and in the spring.” 

Bull Tick’s last race was the Foxcatcher 
Hounds Steeplechase at Fair Hill which he 
won easily in the record time of 7:20 4/5. He 
shaved 5 seconds off the 1970 record of George 
T. Weymouth’s Island Stream. 

Bull Tick’s many fans in the paddock noticed 
that Mr. Weymouth had his charge in ex¬ 
cellent shape. He is a big, large-muscled horse 
who tends to look chubby, but his trainer 
turned out a tight, up-in-the-bit individual with 
fire in his eyes who looked ready for the three- 
and-one-half mile jaunt over “fair hunting 
country.” 

It seemed hard to picture the old Bon Bon 
of a few years back. The nice child’s hunter

and show horse on whom Lee had had so much 
fun during her four years at Hannah More 
Academy in Reisterstown. 

During that period she rode him to a 
championship of the junior hunter division of 
the 1967-1968 Frostbite Circuit and reserve 
championship of the Professional Horsemen’s 
Association. He was Master’s Cup winner and 
junior hunter champion at the Green Spring 
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Hunter Show. At the Maryland Pony Show, Lee 
on Bon Bon was awarded the Good Sportsman¬ 
ship trophy. He finished 1968 by placing fifth 
in the prestigious Washington International 
Horse Show s colorful sidesaddle class. 

Spring of 1969 saw Bon Bon, with his fav¬ 
orite lady jock, winner of the Elkridge-Harford 
Ladies’ race. However, they returned to the 
shows and Bon Bon was individual and re¬ 
serve champion of the Inter-School Three 
Phase Events held at Hannah More and Mc- 
Donogh Schools. Three phase events require 
a horse to be not only a good jumper, but also 
a handy, well-mannered individual since he 
must show his form over an open jumping 
course, a trappy outside course (that is often 
the brain child of some riding instructor with 
a fiendishly imaginative mind) and a test in 
dressage. Is this good training for a timber 
horse.^ Bull Tick proved it to be so. 

Bon Bon’s jumping education started at the 
very tender age of 2. Lee recalls: ’’Once when I 
was jumping my pony in our field, I looked be¬

hind me and there came Bon Bon riderless and 
all by himself. He took the fences right be¬ 
hind my pony.” 

Around the grassy paddocks of Randalia 
Bon Bon was known as a gentle, friendly 
horse who stretched his long neck down to 
make friends with the farm’s dogs and cats 
and who took daily swims in the nearby Ches¬ 
apeake and Delaware Canal with Lee. 

This sweet disposition was hoped for when 
Mr. and Mrs. Steele Howard bought his dam. 
Sweet Ration, from Fendall M. Clagett for 
$400 at the 1959 Maryland Fall Sales. Finding 
out that her disposition was as sweet as her 
name, they bred her to Free France, a son of 
Man o’ War and through whose veins ran 
the hot blood of Fair Play. Luckily, the foal 
born in 1961 inherited his dam’s temperament 
and his sire's speed. 

'We practically grew up together,” said 
Lee. "I started training him when I was 12. 
I think at the time I had more to learn than 
he did, but together we worked things out. 
At the time there were many things I hoped 
we could do together—hunt, show, ride side¬ 
saddle and race. I was unaware, then, that it 
was not easy to do all of these things with 
one horse. I know now that I have been very 
fortunate to have such a horse.” □

J. Woods Garth 

J. Woods Garth, a veteran trainer and life¬ 
long gentleman, died last month at age 73 in a 
Baltimore hospital. Mr. Garth was the son and 
grandson of trainers. He lived in Charlottesville, 
Virginia. 

Mr. Garth’s father was William (Uncle Billy) 
Garth who saddled Paul Jones to win the 
Kentucky Derby of 1920. After graduating 
from the Virginia Polytechnic Institute, Woods 
Garth went to work for his father who was at 
that time training for the Brookmeade Stable 
and Admiral Cary Grayson. Following his 
father’s death in 1933, Woods Garth developed 
his own public stable. Stakes horses developed 
by Woods Garth include Hickory Tree Stable’s 
Hagley and Favorecidian, D. G. Volkert’s 
Summer Scandal and Mrs. Louis Lee Voigt’s 
Solar System and Summer Resort. 

Mr. Garth is survived by two daughters, Mrs. 
William Lemble and and Mrs. Edward Franke, 
Jr., and two sisters, Mrs. J. P. Jones and Mrs. 
Elliott Fishburne. 


Robert (Red) Forman 

Dover Down’s vice-president and general 
manager, Robert (Red) Forman, was killed 
last month in an automobile accident near Dela¬ 
ware Park. The 60-year-old race track executive 
was a retired brigadier general and was a 
veteran of World War II and the Korean War. 
He had also commanded the Dover Air Force 
base from 1954 to 1956. He retired from the 
army in 1966 and was appointed general 
manager of Dover Downs three years later. 

Tractor Accidents Kill Two 

Maryland’s Cooperative Extension Service 
reports two fatal tractor accidents in the state 
during the month of May. Sixty-nine-year-old

Great Dane Mauls Horse Trainer 

Trainer W. C. Prickett, Jr., was severely 
injured last month when attacked by a Great 
Dane that he had stopped to pet in the stable 
area at Liberty Bell. The trainer knelt beside 
the dog for a face-to-face confrontation, and, 
according to witnesses, was almost decapitated. 
The Great Dane sunk his teeth close to Mr. 
Prickett’s jugular vein and also damaged an 
eye, ear and cheek. 

Colonial Cup Joins OTB 

The $100,000 Colonial Cup to be run in 
Camden (S.C.) on November 20 will this year 
offer legalized betting through New York’s Off- 
Track Betting corporation. 

There will, however, again be no legalized 
on-course betting. Laws in South Carolina pro¬ 
hibit pari-mutuel wagering. Bookmakers ac¬ 
cepted bets at the track when the Colonial Cup 
had its inaugural running last fall, and, presum¬ 
ably, they will be in operation again this year. 

Ray Woolfe, managing director of the 
Colonial Cup, and Randy Rouse, president of 
the National Steeplechase & Hunt Association, 
requested of the New York OTB corporation 
that bets be taken on the South Carolina 
steeplechase. 

In accepting the suggestion, Howard J. 
Samuels, New York city’s OTB chairman, said 
the Colonial Cup will be part of a proposed 
series of once-a-month national and inter¬ 
national events on which bets will be accepted.

What's New 
in Maryland 



Filly Year At Bonita Farm 

J. William Boniface, manager and part owner 
of Bonita Farm near Bel Air, reports that of the 
24 mares foaled at his farm this year 22 pro¬ 
duced fillies. ’Tve never seen or heard anything 
like that,” said the 29-year-old owner-trainer- 
breeder. feel like we must have set some kind 
of a record.” 

Marylanders In Hall of Fame 

Maryland-bred Jay Trump and Marylander 
D. Michael Smithwick were added to the 
National Museum of Racing’s Hall of Fame at 
Saratoga last month. 

Jay Trump, bred by Jay Sensenich and 
owned by Mrs. Mary Stephenson, is the only 
American-bred horse owned by an American 
and ridden by an American to win the English 
Grand National. Jay Trump, a foal of 1957, 
captured the Grand National under Crompton 
(Tommy) Smith in 1965. He also won the 
Maryland Hunt Cup in 1963, 1964 and 1966. 

Mr. Smith purchased Jay Trump from 
Sensenich in I960 for $2,000 for Mrs. 
Stephenson. The gelding had raced unsuccess¬ 
fully at Charles Town and Shenandoah against 
horses of the $1,250 claiming bracket. Under 
the tutelage of Smith and H. Robertson 
Fenwick, Jay Trump began the jumping phase 
of his remarkable career. 

Hunted with the Green Spring Hounds 
(of which Mr. Fenwick was Master), Jay 
Trump evolved quickly into a superior animal. 
His early timber triumphs were achieved under 
Fenwick’s guidance. When he went to England 
for the Grand National the gelding was trained 


by Fred Winter. For his final Maryland Hunt 
Cup score he was trained by Smithwick. 

But it is not for his association with Jay 
Trump that Smithwick has been elected to the 
Hall of Fame. It is, instead, for his overall 
record as a steeplechase trainer and rider. 

The Monkton horseman has six times ridden 
to victory in the Maryland Hunt Cup and has 
also eclipsed Pete Bostwick’s record as a trainer. 
Swithwick has saddled the winners of more 
money over jumps than any trainer in history. 

Merrall MacNeille Replaces Flanagan 

Merrall MacNeille last month replaced the 
ailing Joseph F. Flanagan in the stewards’ stand 
at Delaware Park. Mr. Flanagan was taken ill 
early in the meeting and was hospitalized for 
an undisclosed ailment. The Wilmington 
(Del.) hospital reported his condition as 
’’good.” Mr. Flanagan had been the State 
steward in Maryland for over 20 years prior to 
his retirement five years ago. Mr. MacNeille 
is a regular steward in Maryland and had been 
vacationing following the close of Pimlico. 

Reported Dead, Horse Wins 

Although newspapers reported that she was 
destroyed in March, 1970, Pre-Ordained was a 
winner last month at Finger Lakes, culminating 
a long and slow recovery from near fatal injuries 
sustained in a freak accident at Dover Downs. 

The 7-year-old daughter of Dark Ruler and 
Flared is owned by Edwin H. C. Browne, Jr. 
She was bred by Mrs. Anne H. Christmas and 
is trained by William G. Christmas. 

Recalls her owner: ’’During the 1970 winter 
meeting at Dover Downs I was running my 
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one-horse stable, Pre-Ordained. On March 13 
she collided head on with another horse while 
warming up for the race. The Morning Tele¬ 
graph gave this account: ’. . . Tom Gorman, 
astride Mr. Pico, was warming up clockwise 
and Danny Wright, astride Pre-Ordained, was 
galloping counter-clockwise. Both riders elected 
to take the rail position causing the collision. 
As a result of the accident, both horses were 
destroyed.’ ” 


Sagamore To Take Outsiders 

Frank Alexander, manager of Sagamore Farm, 
announced last month that the Baltimore county 
farm is now accepting yearlings and horses of 
racing age for training purposes.

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I was so excited, I cried all the way 
down to the winner’s circle,” said Mrs. Andrew 
Vizzi when explaining her reaction to the 
victory of Our Cheri Amour last month in the 
$100,000-added Coaching Club American Oaks. 

Mrs. Vizzi bought Our Cheri Amour as a 
yearling for $1,800 at the Eastern Fall Sales of 
1969 . Earning $78,975 in the mile and a half 
Belmont Park race. Our Cheri Amour now has 
a bankroll of $152,310. 

The 3-year-old daughter of Porterhouse—For 
Love by Blue Prince was the longest priced 
contestant in the C.C.A. Oaks. She posted a 
$30.20 mutuel and was timed in 2:29 4/5— 
three-fifths of a second faster than Pass Catcher’s 
time in the Belmont Stakes. 

Prior to winning the C.C.A. Oaks, Our Cheri 
Amour had captured a division of Delaware 
Park’s Open Fire Stakes and Liberty Bell’s 
Militia Handicap. 

Although Mr. and Mrs. Vizzi had owned a 
few horses prior to Our Cheri Amour, the 
Porterhouse filly is their first winner. She was 
selected from the Timonium auction by the 
Vizzis’ 22-year-old son Tully who is the ”horse 
expert” in the Maryland family. 

Our Cheri Amour had been consigned to the 
Eastern Fall Sale by her breeder, C. McGhee 
Baxter’s Barracks Stable. 

Mr. and Mrs. Vizzi live on an 11-acre farm 
on Jennings Chapel road in Howard county. 
They moved to Maryland from New Jersey four 
years ago ’’because we decided we wanted to 
raise horses and Maryland looked like the best 
state to raise them in.” Mr. Vizzi, an engineer, 
works for the Bechtel Corporation. 

Our Cheri Amour’s trainer is 38-year-old 


John C. Friedman, a Marylander who was until 
1968 a fireman in Washington. He was retired 
by the Washington fire department three years 
ago because of smoke damage he suffered during 
the riots. After leaving the fire department, he 
devoted all his time to the race tracks—quite 
obviously learning his lessons quickly and well. 

When interviewed five months ago, Mr. 
Friedman said: ”I don’t know how I got lucky 
enough to get Cheri. This time last year I had 
three horses in my barn and was driving a horse 
van for Mills in the afternoons.” 

Tully Vizzi is the second of the Vizzis’ four 
children, the others being Darius, 25; Tamsen, 
18, and Taras, 11. 

Mrs. Vizzi, a vivacious, out-going person, 
feels that her experience in operating a health 
food store in New Jersey has had considerable 
bearing on the success of Our Cheri Amour. 

She personally supervises the filly’s diet, 
reporting that in addition to oats the feed 
includes kelp, wheat germ oil, cod liver oil, 
skimmed milk powder, peanut meal, soybean 
meal, brewer’s yeast, linseed oil and molasses. 

Our Cheri Amour’s dam. For Love, is owned 
by William F. Walker 3rd. The Monkton 
(Md.) breeder acquired the Blue Prince mare 
at the Maryland Fall Sales of 1969 for $7,500. 
She was at that time in foal to Porterhouse and 
the following year produced a full sister to Our 
Cheri Amour. Sold in the 1970 Eastern Fall 
Sales, the filly brought $3,100. 

Mr. Walker reports that the mare was barren 
for 1970 and that her 1971 foal (by The Big 
Boss) died soon after birth. For Love was bred 
in 1971 to Impressive who stands at E. P.

In Thurmont

Every Wednesday night Joseph Eyier holds 
a horse auction in a frame sales pavilion in the 
back yard of his Thurmont (Md.) home. On 
the first Friday of each month his wife conducts 
her own horse auction in the same building. 

Auctioneers handle about 75 head at each 
session, the prices ranging from $5 to $1,500. 

Mr. Eyier s father started the auctions at their 
present site in 1933. 

Says Joe: "We started off selling work-horses 
and cattle. In about 1947 we started having 
monthly horse auctions for the lighter breeds. 
My father died in 1940. Since then Ruth and I 
have been running the business.” 

The Wednesday and Friday sales now have 
a distinct his and hers flavor. 

Joe’s Wednesday auction begins at 7:30. For 
the first hour and a half only tack is sold. Then, 
at about 9 o’clock, the horses and ponies are 
offered. These Wednesday sales sessions are 
open to all types of equines. Consignors pay 
only an 8 per cent commission on the final bid. 

Ruth’s monthly Friday auctions have a 
"special consignment’’ tag. Explains her hus¬ 
band: "Ruth started her special sales about six 
years ago. Her idea is to appeal to a particular 
segment of the buying public. Like one month 
she might have hunters, the next month race 
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Don’t Put It Off !

horses — that sort of thing. She charges 10 per 
cent for her special sales.” 

Mr. Eyler says that from the standpoint of 
volume that the sales reached their top during 
World War II when as many as 200 went 
through the ring on a Wednesday night. But 
from a price standpoint, 1970 was best, Mr. 
Eyler selling that year an Appaloosa gelding 
for $1,500. 

Buyers (who invariably arrive with horse 
trailers or vans) come from a radius of 150 
miles of Thurmont. ’'We draw from Washing¬ 
ton, Virginia, Pennsylvania and Baltimore,” says 
Mr. Eyler. "Usually the prices are between $100 
and $1,000. But if you get a night when you’re 
selling a lot of ponies, then it’s not that good.” 

Each consignor is permitted to ride his horse 
in the ring to demonstrate his talents. If the 
owner wants the horse to jump, attendants raise 
a pole to the desired height. 

Quite frequently the bulk of the crowd is 
both buyer and seller with veteran horsepeople 
swapping animals at a most nominal cost. 

"Usually,” says Mr. Eyler, "we have 200 to 
300 people. A lot depends on the weather and 
the time of the year. I start my Wednesday sales 
in January and run up to a week or two before 
Christmas. Ruth starts her monthly sales in 
March.” □

U.S.A.-MEXICO LAUNCH PROGRAM 
TO CONTROL VENEZUELAN DISEASE

A.t the urging of the American Horse 
Council, the United States Department of 
Agriculture has launched a joint U.S.-Mexico 
program to control Venezuelan Equine En¬ 
cephalomyelitis. Their program includes vac¬ 
cinating all horses, mules, and donkeys in 
parts of two northeastern Mexican states to 
protect Mexican and American horses from 
this disease which has moved up the Gulf 
Coast closer to the Mexico-Texas border and 
is posing a threat to U.S. horses. 

The area to be covered under the program 
runs from Matamoros (across the border from 
Brownsville, Texas) to a p^int near Tampico. 
It covers 28 municipalities in the state of Tam- 
aulipas and 42 municipalities in the state of 
Nuevo Leon in the northeastern corner of 
Mexico. 

Under the agreement, Mexico is to supply 
the veterinarians and the vehicles and the 
USDA will supply the vaccine and per diem 
expenses of the Mexican staff. USDA’s Agri¬ 
cultural Research Service will secure the vac¬ 
cine from the United States Department of 
Defense, which developed it for use in hu¬ 
mans. Current estimates indicate that there 
are 200,000 horses in the area to be covered. 

The American Horse Council, in consulta¬ 
tion with industry health authorities, suggested 
that this action be taken in a position paper 
presented to USDA officials last year. It called 


attention to the northward movement of VEE 
from South America and Central America 
into southern Mexico, where 6,000 horses 
died in 1970 from this disease. Since that 
time, over 100 cases have been diagnosed in 
Tampico, Mexico, which is only 250 miles 
south of the Texas border. 

The USDA called a meeting in Washington 
with AHC officials and other industry leaders 
to make the announcement of the program. 
AMS Executive Committee members and offi¬ 
cials attending included: E. H. Honnen, Trustee 
and Chairman; J. F. Kennedy, Executive Secre¬ 
tary, The Jockey Club; General W. O. Kester, 
Executive Director, American Association of 
Equine Practitioners; Don Jones, Executive 
Secretary, American Quarter Horse Association; 
E. H. Hackett, Executive Vice President, United 
States Trotting Association; and Henry Dur¬ 
ham, AHC Executive Director. They are re¬ 
ported pleased with the outcome of the meet¬ 
ing and with the Council’s success in officially 
bringing together industry spokesmen and 
USDA officials to discuss research and disease 
control programs for the first time in decades. 

VEE is an infectious disease of the central 
nervous system of equines, causing mortality 
as high as 80 to 90 percent. Transmission of 
the virus is usually through the bite of mos¬ 
quitoes. However, other vectors, such as biting 
flies, may be involved. CH

Are Underway 
At New Bolton 


A floating raft supports horses 
recuperating from major surgery.

A floating raft for horses? One of several 
exciting new projects conceived by Dr. Jacques 
Jenny of the University of Pennsylvania’s veter¬ 
inary clinic at the New Bolton Center near 
Kennett Square, Pa., involves a rehabilitation 
center for horses recuperating from surgery. 
A horse like Hoist the Flag, or Swaps, or 
Creme dela Creme, or Tim Tam—all of whom 
were patients of this brilliant Swiss-born sur¬ 
geon—has a difficult time of it during the 
recuperation period in supporting his weight 
on three legs while the fourth is either in a 
cast or brace. 

Dr. Jenny proposes to reduce or eliminate 
the problem of pressure by floating the horse 
in a pool of water on a raft. The rubber raft 
would resemble a typical Navy life raft, but 
with the addition of four rubber sleeves ex¬ 
tending down into the water, to accommodate 
a horse’s legs, including the one with the cast. 

"The pool will be enclosed,” Dr. Jenny said, 
"and will be part of a complex, including an 
operating room and an overhead conveyor 
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belt which will carry the horse from the oper¬ 
ating table and place him on the life raft. 
We’ve tried this, of course, and have found 
that horses can regain consciousness after an¬ 
esthetization in perfect comfort and safety 
while floating freely on the raft.” 

The pool project, scheduled for completion 
in the spring of 1972, was originally funded 
with a si500,000 grant from the estate of C. 
Mahlon Kline, late chief executive officer of 
the Smith, Kline and French pharmaceutical 
house of Philadelphia and a man who raced 
many good horses at eastern tracks under Mor¬ 
ris Dixon. Other funds have been received and 
are forthcoming from prominent racing pa¬ 
trons devoted to the welfare of the horse. 

"This work is a complete departure from 
the norm,” Dr. Jenny said. "I feel it has tre¬ 
mendous potential in speeding recovery fol¬ 
lowing surgery. Not every horse has the tem¬ 
perament to accommodate a sling, as Swaps 
did after he fractured his leg at Garden State 
in 1956, or to wear a fiberglass cast, as Hoist 
the Flag is doing at this time. 

"How long can a horse remain on the raft? 
We don’t have the entire answer to that ques¬ 
tion at this time. But our tests indicate that it 


may not be a problem. Horses have had no 
difficulty breathing on the raft. We thought 
that pressure on the abdomen might restrict 
them to some degree, but this is not the case. 
We do have a problem to overcome in the 
elimination of body wastes, but we are inves¬ 
tigating a system comparable to the one em¬ 
ployed by the space program, to see if it can 
be adapted to our needs.” 

Dr. Jenny has done a little personal re¬ 
search into the project, for he has purchased 
a water bed for his own use and finds it im¬ 
mensely comfortable. 

Another complex schedule for construction 
at New Bolton Center in the next year will be 
a motion study laboratory. 

"We are going to set up a moving belt and 
run horses over it to observe the amount of 
force absorbed by a horse’s legs on impact,” 
he explained. "We will observe horses who are 
completely sound and horses who are lame 
and try to differentiate in their action, their 
stride, their movement. The belt will be free 
of vibration and designed not to frighten a 
horse. It will have an interchangeable surface, 
so that we can test the degree of impact on 
dirt, grass and artificial strips. In this respect

we are in contact with the 3M people, who 
built the racing surface at Calder Park. 

The moving belt proposed by Dr. Jenny can 
be regulated as to speed up to 15 meters per 
second. 

“I doubt if we can have a horse in full rac¬ 
ing stride on a moving belt,” he said, ”but we 
can get him in a canter or gallop. 

It has been our experience that at eight me¬ 
ters per second, a horse is in a nice canter, and 
that should be reasonably sufficient to gain 
some important knowledge in the area of im¬ 
pact and lameness. To observe this impact, 
we will have cameras that can shoot between 
500 and 800 frames per second. I’ve seen 
these cameras in use to observe the landing 
gear of aircraft. They are amazing in their de¬ 
tail.” 

While the rehabilitation and motion study 
activities will be conducted at New Bolton 
Center, Dr. Jenny foresees work of a similar 
nature being carried out in all parts of the 
country. Many graduate students at Kennett 
Square will be engaged in both projects, once 
construction has been completed. They will 
be in a position to continue their research when 
they move to new areas, and all of racing will 
benefit. CH

► Maryland consignors to the Saratoga sales 
included Belair Stud, William L. Brann, Coun¬ 
try Life Farm and Alfred G. Vanderbilt. The 
largest group came from William Woodwards 
Belair Stud, that establishment offering 13 
yearlings. 


► The United States Remount reported that 
10,933 foals were produced by the 17,556 
mares bred to Remount stallions in 1939- The 
percentage of live foals was 62.3. The Remount 
was standing 660 stallions. The average number 
of mares bred to each horse was 27.1. Of the 
39 stallions standing at stud in the East, 20 
were in Virginia. Maryland had only three of 
the government-owned horses. The other East¬ 
ern-based stallions stood in Connecticut (2), 
New Jersey (2), New York (4), Pennsylvania 
(7) and Puerto Rico (1). The stallions repre¬ 
sented five different breeds — Thoroughbreds, 
Arabian, Morgan, Saddlebred and East Prussian. 


► The Maryland Polo Club experienced diffi¬ 
culty in finding opposition because of the 
mobilization of the Army. For this reason, the 
club split into two groups and staged intramural 
games. Representing the Stevenson team were 
William Schluderburg, Johnny Jamison, Rigan 
McKinney and Henry Dentry. Playing for the 
Green Spring were Riall Jackson, Brooks Gal- 
lion, Carle Jackson and Walter Mangels, Jr.

HORSES IN THE GREEN VALLEY 

Vian Smith. 

Doubleday. 

149 pages. $5.95. 

It’s doubly sad to review this final book of 
Vian Smith’s, because in many ways it is most 
sympathetic and also reveals even more of his 
innermost feelings for horses. As I have men¬ 
tioned in previous reviews of his books, he 
was England’s only full-time professional writer 
to hold a trainer’s license until his untimely 
death at the age of 50 late in 1969- 

This ’’parade” is Smith’s remembrances of 
individual horses and periods in history when 
certain types of horses—draft or carriage types 
were so very much in use (and because of be¬ 
ing necessities often subjected to cruelties by 
unknowing handlers). In a section describing 
early morning in a chasing-hunting stable, 
much like his own, he describes how mucking 
out is an opportunity to assess a horse’s well¬ 
being ... as well as a chore. 

Other areas covered are the resinbacks of 
the dying small circuses, the Exmoor pony, 
the tradesman’s horse whose condition was of¬ 
ten more important than the goods he pulled; 


stage and mail horses; driving horses; horse 
fairs and gypsy dealers; Shires used to pull 
stone barges; horses used in movies and rac¬ 
ing. 

There are faded memories of an old lop- 
eared also-ran chaser, training mornings, and 
the development of a young mare. ’’You gain 
a racer—and lose a pet,” he writes, and that 
phrase perhaps typifies Vian Smith’s insight 
as a writer and his great love of horses. 

AQUEDUCT AND SANTA ANITA ON $105 
A DAY. 

Howard A. Rowe. 

Trident Press. 

160 pp. $4.95. 

A great many of racing’s most humorous 
anecdotes are interspersed with choice bits of 
information by Mr. Rowe, editor of a racing 
’’systems” monthly. 

As he notes in his foreword: 

’’The plaudits and most of the cash go to 
the millionaire stables, fashionable jockeys and 
quick quadrupeds with fine folks. Yet the great 
bulk of racing pleasure is derived from the 
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average guy who races the average plater for 
the average purse . . while most jockeys 
’’taking considerably greater risks on horses 
known to be only ’racing sound,’ struggle to 
support a family on less than the earnings of 
any plumber. 

”It isn’t equitable, but then, what is? The 
turf is no better and no worse than the out¬ 
side world. . .” 

Among the two and four-legged racing 
characters mentioned are Liquid Lunch, known 
as ’’the guideless wonder” because she would 
exercise herself at old Jamaica without any 
other signals than trainer Jules Wessler’s 
whistles. 

Concerning breeding, listen to Pat Mara, 
who—when told about a horse’s good parent¬ 
age—backed off, noting ’’I’m a full brother to 
Tim Mara; he’s got a million dollars and I 
don’t have a hundred.” 

But displaying the confidence needed for 
racing success was another man. At Pimlico 
in the spring he admitted that his tan, his 
Cadillac, his two good horses, his blonde, his 
bankroll, and his French poodle meant that 
’’I’m doing all right.” By Saratoga, his appear¬ 
ance was drastically changed, but he told the 
same friend he was doing ’’not too bad, I 
still got the poodle!”

Thruston Morton Honored In N. Y. 

Former Senator Thruston B. Morton of 
Kentucky has been named the "Man Who Did 
Most For Racing in 1970” by the members of 
the New York Turf Writers Association. He 
will be honored at the organization’s annual 
dinner in the Saratoga Hall of Springs, Sunday, 
August 15. 

Senator Morton, who now serves as president 
of the American Horse Council and is also 
chairman of the board of Churchill Downs in 
his native Louisville, was instrumental in 
halting adverse tax legislation which could 
have done serious harm to the nation’s Thor¬ 
oughbred breeding industry. He also joined 
with a number of other concerned racing 
people, many from Louisville, in blocking the 
takeover of Churchill Downs by a conglomerate 
and thereby preserved all the traditions of that 
historic track, home of the Kentucky Derby. 

Senator Morton welded the AHC into a 
driving force. He brought the leaders of all 
breeds of horses into a single organization for 
the first time and thereby was able to be a 
powerful voice for the sporting interest of the 
nation. He has since led the AHC into other 
fields, expanding interest in racing and breeding, 
battling against diseases of the horse and 
forming pony clubs around the country to 
interest youngsters in the care of horses.
